Stern Warning to Gen. 
Liu Chuan-hou. 


“INVASION TO- CEASE. 
Shanghai, Thursday. 

The Kuominchun under Gen- 
erals Sung Chiheyuan and: Pang 
Ping-hsun and the “grey” troops 
_under Sun Tien-ying, hitherto 
stationed in the southern part of 
Shansi, have decided to move out 
of the Shansi territory ‘to posi- 
tions which will be disclosed by 
General Chang Hsueh-liang upon 


the return of ‘his representative 
from Shansi to Mukden. 

A report from Peking says that 
the Kuominchun will evacuate 
southern Shansi within a fort- 
fight for the Peking-Hankow 
line, to await further.orders from 
General Chang “Hsueh-liang. 

Shaasi Defence, 

The Shansi Troops who are ex- 
pected to be completely re- 
organised at the. end of — this 
month will be assizned to a new 
defensive area, after the with- 
drawal of the Kuominchun and 
grey troops from Shansi. 

Beginning from March, tho 
military expenses of the eight 
Shanai re-organised divisions wil) 
be paid’ by the Vice-Generalis- 
simo’s Headquarters, while those 
of the garrisoning troops and the 
railway patrol troops are under 
discussion by Shansi_ leading 
generals, : 

Acting under instructions, the 
Shansi generals are busily en- 
gaged in winding up the affairs of 
‘the Garrison Headquarters, the 
Military Food and the Rail- 
way Transportation Departments, 
which were inaugurated. during 
war time. 

Shansi Invaded. a 
: Nanking, Thordday. 

The Central Government tssued 
a stern order on February 26 to 
General Liu Chuan-hou, instruct- 
ing him immediately to with- 
draw his troops now invading 
Shansi and warning him to cease 

‘ all forms of military movements 
in future. 

In order to stage a come-back, 
Wu Pei-fu, the former warlord of 
the Yangtsze Valley, has ordered 

* the Szechuen forces under Liu 
Chuan-hou to invade Shansi, and 
is ready to lead the rebels to Si- 

“kong, should the invasion fail.

Among the Generals 


in Sze- 


chuen province, only Liu Chuan-]. 
hou, an old follower of Wu Pei-fu, : 


‘has been influenced to join: in the 
rebellion, other Generals having 
declared their loyalty to the Cen- 
tral Government.

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SOME CHANGES- LIKELY. 


In’ August last year the China 
Mait- published certain exclusive 
information us . to the changed 
basis for payment of salaries to 
officers and engineers on the 
China Coast. It was then stated 
that both the China Navigation 
Company, Ltd., and the Indo- 
China Steamship Company, Ltd., 
had agreed to a rate fixed at one- 
half at 1/6 to the dollar, and one 
half at the current rate. The 
arrangement was to continue for 
six months only, after which the 
position was to'be reconsidered, 
unless earlier examination be- 
came necessary. by an apprecia- 
tion of the dollar to 1/9d. Tho 
arrangement came into effect as 
from July 1 last year. 

The China Mail: now-learns that 
early in December both com- 
panies were ‘approached for a re- 
newal of the agreement for a 
further period of six months from 
January 1, 1931, upon the same 
terms. The China Navigation 
Company agreed, stipulating that 
the question should be again gone 
into on June 30 next. The Indo- 
China Steamship Company agrecd 
to a continuation until March 31 
next, when they desired the posi- 
tion to be examined once again. 


A Flat Rate?

AN OLD LEGEND. 


N.Y.K. ISSUES INTERESTING | 
PAMPHLET. 


Regarding the origin and deriva- 
tlon of the word Maru, commonly 
used with a name ofa ship, there 
have been diverse views expressed 
by different authorities, and this 
subject has from.time to time given 
rise to an animated discussion 
among students and laymen alike. 

An interesting pamphlet. istued 
by the N.Y.K. office declares: 

“In the December 18-19 (1928) 
isgucs of the Moji Shimpo, there ap- 
pearéd’ an interesting article deal- 
ing with this subject, written by 
Mr. Enosuke Nakamura. For the 
sake cf general information to. the 
public, we take pleasure in trans- 
lating the resume of his article as 
below: : uy 

“In Japan, rrom a big oceangcing 
liner to a small river erat, cach has 
a name with the guffix Maru, As 
to its origin’ -and the base of its 
derivation, different views . have 
been_expressed by men of know- 
ledge, thus: . 

1—According to an old legend, in 
ancient China. under the reign of 
the Emperor Kotei, .there wos & 
mun by the nume of Tai-to-shi to 
whom u messenger from Henven, 
called Hakudo-Me‘u, appeared’ and 
taught him the art of shipbuilding 
Sinre thon, ships are sald to have 
been named with the suflix Maru in 
deference to the instructor. © 

2—In olden times in Japan, 
family names often had the suffix 
Maru appendéd just as “ya” is add- 
ed to names of business houses at 
present. This is said to be: a 
derivation of she word Maru applied 


to ships. 


3—To call a ship Maru is, accord- 
ing, to the heavenly system, the 
same 4s to call the towers of a castle 
Hon-maru, Nino-maru, etc. 

4—The name is derived from 
divination. | , 

Reverence to Deity. 

6—The Shrine of Shiga Myojin 
in Shigashima’ Isle in Chtkuzen 
Province is Uedicated to Akumo- 
ira-Maru, a deity supposed to live 
under the water, Suftixing Maru 
to names of Japanese ships is duc, 
to reverence to this-‘deity. 

G—To, addreis a man or express 
onesel’, Maru (or maro) was often 
used in the old times. Thus there 
were the names of Fujiwara-no- 
Maro, Kaki-no-moto-no Hitomaro, 
Abe-nc Nakamaro. ete. .Among 
boys who subsequently became 
great men were Hiyoshi Maru and 
Ushiwaka Mat. Domestic animals, 
such ws horses and dogs, were also 
called with the endearing name of 
Maru; such 45 Setau Maru for a 
horse, and Okina Maru for a dog. 
To call towera of a castl2 Hon-Maru 
Nino-Maru etc. is due to the fact 
that people in former days had a

7—Maro was originally a zelf- 
depreciatory word standing for 
oneself, ag “I" or “myself” but it 
gradually became a word applied to 
intimate. objects, such as kama 
maru for a kama (alckle), hataorl- 
maru for matsumushi (a species of 
cricket), etc, Names of swords. 
which, were used to guard oneself 
were often suflixed with Maru, 98

NEW PO LEUNG KOK 


BY THE GOVERNOR. 
$130,000" ALREADY RAISED. 


The following article, which {8 
published through ‘the courtesy of 
the Tsun Wan Yat Po, describes 
the new Po Leung. Kok.. the erac« 
tion of which will be started in the 
middle of March, and Wis Excel« 
lency the Governor (Sir William 
Peel, K.B.E., C.M.G.), will bo res 
quested to lay the foundation 
stone. Funds for this building 
have been raised by Mr. Tam 
Woon-tong, and already amount to 
$130,000, ° 

Mr. Tam Woon-tong, on taking 
un the chairmanship of the Poa’ 
Leung Kok, sent fn an application 
to the Government applying that a 
site be appropriated for the erec- 
tion of a new building for tha 
institute, and as the result, a alta 
of over 80,000 square feet in 
Leighton Hill Road has been grant. 
ed by the Government. 
publish dn acrount of all the work 
Mr, Tam has ‘lone in respect of tha 

‘proposed building. i 

Mr. Tam took over the charge of 
the Po Leung Kok on April 1, 1980. 

|He could not find the new site In 
Leighton Hill Road without much 
hard work for two months. He 
sent in his ‘application to tho 
Government on June 13 und the ap- 
plication was granted on October 
20, which grant was‘confirmed by a ¢ 
‘telegram from the Seeretary of 
State on February 12 this year. 
.. To Cost $100,000. 

The building is estimated to cost 
$100,000, and it was proposed that 
the Directors of the current year 
should raise 1 half of the sum re 
quired, and the balance should be 
secured by their successors in the 
wext term. But-Mr. Tam and his 


‘Jcolleagues, having*jolitly ‘succéed-—* 


ed in raising from various wealtliy 
merchants stoacriptions to. the 
amount of $60,000 went further 
individually to solicit subscrips 
tions from other quarters.

Magnificent Advice. 

“Play every shot on its merits, 
ignore your adyersary and the atate 
of the game!” That is magnificent 
advice. When I meet a golfer who 
can golf in that way I shall award 
him a gold cup for being the first 
man I have met who could do It, 

T hope that I do not. appear 
cynical. I agree absolutely with 
the advice thet the golfer should 
reason that lick evens itself out in 
the’end, and refuse to be influenced 
by it, I agree that every shot 
should be played as thoagh it were 
a whole career in itself.. But now, 
having agreed with all the ‘truths 
about luck, I can give you a small 
opinion of my own—there IS luck: 
the ball runs for the man who

LACK OF PRACTICE. 


(By H. G. Deane.) 

Some surprise was caused when 
H. G. Deano declined the captaincy 
of South Africa without any 
apparent reason, after being . 
coaxed. out of retirement 
for the second and ~ third.

ment by Deane, published in The 
Natal Witness prior to tho Second 
Test Match, will be read with

extent, that they have within the 
last week or eo suggested that I 
play for South Atrica if requested 
to do so. 

“In view of the above position 
and the fact that I am told it is a 
very definite desire of the country . 
that I should nlay for South Africa, , 
ff invited, in spite of the fact: that: 
my personal feelings have In no way- 
altered, I am prepared to do so, and 
do my best for the side although I 
personally feel that under the con- 
ditions and due to the lack of prac- 
tice I have had it is possible that 
I may not be able to pull my weight 
in the side, But here, again I am.

PROFITS ENORMOUS.

Constant vigilance is the price 
which the nations of the world 
must pay for success. in fighting 
the menace of the dope traffic.

Happy Hunting Grounds. 

Many countries in Europe, a 
few years ago, were happy hunt- 
ing grounds for, the scoundrels 
who reaped fabulous profits by 
smuggling morphine, heroin and 
cocaine. During the past two 
years, largely owing to the in- 
fluence of the League and the 
application of its Opium 
Convention, loopholes have been 
blocked up. Striking reforma,.in 
particular, have taken place in 
France and Switzerland — in the 
latter country the manufacture 
of opium derivatives has been cut 
down by about 75 per cent.

League of Nations has shown that 
the majority of important: seiz- 
ures of illicit cargoes of drugs 
during recent months could be 
traced back to Constantinople. 
In Turkey, three big factories 
have been established, the whole 
of the output of which is beliéved 
to’ pass into the illicit traffic. 
Russell Pasha, head of the Egyp- 
tian Narcotics Intelligence 
Bureau, reports to the League 
that the Turkish factories have 
exported four tons of heroin and 
two tons of morphine in six 
months, whereas two tons of 
heroin would supply the whole 
world’s legitimate requirements 
for a year. 


League’s Moral Influence. 


A special League of Nations 
Conference in May will be dealing 
with the problem of restricting 
the output of drug factories in 
different countries to medical and 
sciéntific requirements. .The at- 
titude of Turkey complicates the 
situation, for, otherwise, a large 
measure of agreement has been 
reached among the countries con- 
cerned. Every opportunity has 
been taken at Geneva to urge 
upon the Turkish delegate the 
need for reform and stricter Gov- 
ernmental control over the fac- 
tories. There are signs that this 
may have some effect upon Tur- 
kish policy. The League's moral 
influence’ has, in the past, been 
sufficient to change the opium 
policies of Persia and India, 50

Ing their report. We welcome the 
Mission's visit firstly because of.

of the manufacturing interests, 
including both management and 
labour, and secondly because it: is 
leading to a thorough re-survey of 
the machinery of production and 
distrisution of British goods for 
China and will, no doubt, bring to 
ight whatever’ weak points the 
present system contains both at 
home and in the East. Foreign 
trade with China, after having 
proceeded on somewhat stereotyp-

Effect of Civil War. 


At this point let me ‘Interpolate 
a remark -concerning ao cortain 
view ‘which I not infrequently seo 
repeated in tho press. It is to 
the effect that foreigners oxagger- 
ate the Importance of wars In 
China which, it ia alleged, aro 
really not so vitally important be- 
cause they affect a few provinces 
at a time and only a small minor- 
ity of the total population. This 
is a view with which I find it 
quite Impossible to agree. The 
proportion of China's millions 
directly touched ‘by the clash of 
contending armies may be . com- 
paratively small but that fs only 
part of the story.

Slump in ‘Prices, 


With the fall in silver and the 
world slump, in prices, added to 
the internal dissensions of which 
Ihave been speaking, any radical 
improvemert in the finances and 
ecanomie state of the country has 
naturally been impossible. 

As regards the national ex- 
ehequer, the current, needs of the 
Government required the. issue 
auribg yeay of new loans—on 
the security chiefly of the Customs 
amounting to $174 mijlions and: 
making, a net increasing, in the 
national, debt of slightly over 
$90,000,009. The Introduction of 
a budgeting system Ja, stil] being.

Prospect,of China Trade 

T have defarred till the ond 
of my speech a few remarks 
which I have’. to. make about} 
the prospects for. China's trade 
development in the years immedi- 
ately ahead. 
go entircly on internal political con- 
djtions that it seemed best to deal 
with the latter first. If we agree, 
as I personally think we may, that 
the record-of-last year, strengthens. 
the chances of pence and order in 
Chinajand. ofa stable government 
able to take in hand the work of 
reconstruction, the. trade. prospects 
are immense. No-part of the world 
compares. with. China in the virgin 
fields which it offers for growth of 
trade, Szechuan province ‘alone, 
rich in natural resources and with 
a population of at least 80 millions, 
has hardly’ bogun to trade with the 
outside world. Restoration of the 
rajlways and some. few hundred 
miles.of new, railway construction 
would have cuormous results, It 
is true that China may quickly 
develop industries to supply much 
that she, now imports from abroad, 
but other examples show that this 
process has the effect of expanding 
overseas trade, though naturally 
altering .its character. . -
